In Hall of Fame 

Johnny Longden, world’s champion rider, and 
Tod Sloan and Isaac Murphy, who made Turf 
history before the turn of the century, are this 
year’s successful candidates for the Jockeys’ Hall 
of Fame at Pimlico. 

The three were elected with convincing mar¬ 
gins over seven rivals by sportswriters and 
broadcasters from every state in the nation. 

Longden, who set a record lifetime figure 
of 4,781 victories on September 3, while the 
balloting was still in progress, received 345 
votes to become the second active jockey en¬ 
shrined in the Hall of Fame. 

Isaac Murphy, who has the greatest lifetime 
winning percentage of any reinsman in history, 
was elected with 300 votes, while Tod Sloan, 
who pioneered the present style of riding, made 
the grade with 208 votes. 

The seven runners-up were Johnny Adams, 
Ted Atkinson, LaVerne Fator, Mack Garner, 
Snapper Garrison, Walter Miller and Sonny 
Workman. 

One active and two inactive jockeys are 
elected annually from a list of ten names sub¬ 
mitted to the racing experts by the Jockeys 
Hall of Fame Committee of which Louis Pond- 
field is chairman.

caro, Earl Sande and George Woolf, elected in 
1955, on the honor roll of the Hall of Fame 
located in the original Pimlico clubhouse built 
in 1870. 

Portraits of the three newest members will 
be dedicated in ceremonies there during the 
Pimlico racing season in November. The paint¬ 
ings will be done by Henry Cooper, noted artist 
of Pikesville. 

The fabulous career of the 46-year-old Long¬ 
den has been much in the spotlight since his 
world’s record achievement. The little veteran, 
now in his 30th active riding season, has set 
his next goal as 5,000 winners. 

National riding champion in 1938, 1947 and 
1948, Longden’s best-remembered successes 
came in 1943 when he piloted Count Fleet to 
victory in the Kentucky Derby, Preakness and 
Belmont Stakes to become the sixth Triple 
Crown winner. 

Born in England in 1910, Longden has ridden 
in more than 25,000 official races and his 
mounts have earned over $16,000,000 in purses. 
He borrowed a saddle to ride his first winner 
on October 4, 1927. 

Murphy, who rode from 1873 through the 
middle 1890’s, was the greatest colored jockey 
ever to perform in this country. In an era of few 
races, he had 1,472 mounts and won 628 times, 
a never equalled percentage of 44 per cent. 

Murphy was the regular jockey on Salvator, 
the nation’s most famous horse until the time 
of Man o’ War. He won many of the most 
famous stakes still contested today and was the 
first jockey to win three Kentucky Derbys. 

Tod Sloan perfected the present monkey-on- 
a-stick seat for jockeys and became a fabulous 
success with it both here and in England from 
1889 through the early 1900’s. 

He was a wild-spending, flamboyant person¬ 
ality, commanded fantastic riding fees, and in¬ 
sisted on picking his own mounts among the 
stables of rich owners. George M. Cohan wrote 
his immortal song "Yankee Doodle, Dandy’ 
about Tod’s exploits in London, and Sloan him¬ 
self in his later life appeared on the stage and 
in silent movies. 

One of the few groups of athletes who had 
no permanent recognition for its greats, the 
Jockeys Hall of Fame was inaugurated in 1955 
to fill that void by Louis Pondfield, who also is 
executive director of Pimlico. 

The Jockeys Hall of Fame is open to the 
public during the spring and fall racing seasons 
here, where many of its members have them¬ 
selves been seen in action.

Aussie Star To Stand In Maryland 

* Acramitis, top-weight on the Two-Year-Old 
Free Handicap of 1954, in Australia, is taking 
up stud duties at Holly House Farm, Fulton, 
Maryland. 

He will be standing at the same farm with 
*Alibhai’s three-quarter brother, *Shahpoor. 

Caulfield trackmen reported that *Acramitis 
was one of the best gallopers to work the course 
in recent years. Before he ever was sent before 
the public, he won a "secret” trial by 20 lengths, 
and then went on to land a well-planned betting 
coup a few days later in the Maroondah Handi¬ 
cap, running the five furlongs in 59-3/5 seconds 
and winning by four lengths. He finished second 
in his next two starts and then won the V.R.C. 
Sires’ Produce Stakes and the Ascot Vale Stakes, 
carrying a ten-pound penalty. 

At the end of the season, he was awarded top 
weight of 131 pounds (9 stone, 5) in the Free 
Handicap. An offer of 25,000 guineas was turned 
down by his owners, Messers. S. de George and 
A. Summers. 

In his second start as a three-year-old, he 
beat all the older horses in the weight-for-age 
Crabtree Stakes, winning in brilliant fashion. 

An eminent Victoria breeder said, just before 
Acramitis embarked for America: "Acramitis 
is the best-looking son of Dhoti to race. As 
Royal Gem (now * Royal Gem II), another 
son of Dhoti, sired a Derby winner in America 
in his first season, Acramitis should create a 
sensation in the stud there. 

"He is certain to prove a grand advertisement 
for the Victorian breeding industry.” 

Bred at Hallam, by Mrs. Mary Heather, wife 
of the crack jockey, Reg Heather, Acramitis was 
trained throughout his career by J. P. Mulcahy. 

McG. Tyson Gilpin consummated the deal 
that brought * Acramitis to this country as the 
property of Mr. Alfred A. Biddle of Philadelphia.

ILL WIND: Prior to the opening of the 
major fall racing season in Maryland on October 
24, John D. Schapiro, president of Laurel, was 
apprehensive concerning the prospects for his 
17-day meeting. Disappointing public response 
to the minor track sessions forbode a rocky road 
for Laurel. The diverting influence of the Balti¬ 
more Raceway meeting, less than 30 miles from 
Laurel, would work a hardship on both plants, 
Schapiro feared. 

The folly of two tracks simultaneously feed¬ 
ing from the same patronage trough soon mani¬ 
fested itself. Raceway officials, staging an Oc¬ 
tober meeting for the first time, shook their 
heads lugubriously and moaned, "Never again.” 
Harness interests sought permission to stage 
nine-race programs to tide them over the critical 
period of lagging mutuels action. 

Meanwhile, over at Laurel, another "solution” 
to halt the wagering decline was advanced. Rep¬ 
resentatives of the HBPA working within the 
Maryland Racing Council lobbied for quiniela 
wagering, made popular at the dog tracks. 

Brought before the Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission both petitions were denied but the 
board promised to "sleep on them” and inti¬ 
mated that they may be reconsidered next year. 
Nine races are being allowed on Saturdays on an 
"experimental” basis. 

The wisdom of extending the Maryland rac¬ 
ing season and of raising the take to 12 per cent 
again was suspect when only 10,504 fans turned 
out for the Laurel inaugural on October 24. A 
crowd of 12,000 was forecast. The day’s pool 
reached only $789,081. Business during the next 
two days was even worse. A crowd of 8,398 bet 
$604,355 on Thursday. Friday’s figures dipped 
to 7,287 and $558,958. Relief wasn’t expected 
until November 6 when Garden State Park 
closed, sending Jersey and Delaware patrons to 
Maryland. With the termination of the Jersey 
season a better class of horses and more estab¬ 
lished jockeys are expected to move in. 

MARYLAND FUTURITY: The 26th run¬ 
ning of the Maryland Futurity, which has been 
the springboard to fame for such accomplished 
performers as Challedon and Tuscany, produced 
a likely-looking prospect in Pajama Tops, a 
chestnut gelding by Double Brandy from the 
Discovery mare, Marcia P. Owned by Halcyon 
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Farm, the nom de course of Mrs. J. Fred Colwill, 
Mrs. Louis Pondfield and Mrs. Mack Lesnick, all 
wives of Pimlico officials, Pajama Tops shipped 
in from Belmont Park to win the event for two- 
year-olds conceived and foaled in Maryland. 

Pajama Tops was bred by J. Fred Colwill, 
prominent Maryland racing official and owner 
of Halcyon Farm, Lutherville, where he stands 
Eugene Jacobs’ * Heliopolis stallion, Colonel 
Mike. Mr. Colwill is the son-in-law of C. E. 
Tuttle, owner of Double Brandy, sire of the 
Maryland Futurity winner. 

Pajama Tops is the second stakes winner this 
year for Double Brandy. He also is the sire of 
Pro-Brandy, winner of the Pimlico Nursery 
Stakes and four other races this year. 

The Maryland Futurity attracted a field of 
nine, including the heavily favored Sagner- 
Cohen entry of Sags Gem, Some Classic and 
Superb. Pajama Tops was allowed to lag early 
before commencing his run at Sags Gem which 
had taken over pacesetting chores from Blue 
Ray. The winner’s time over a slow track was 
1:14 1/5. His margin at the wire was two 
lengths over Sags Gem which in turn was five 
lengths to the fore of his stablemate, Some 
Classic. 

Eugene Jacobs trains Pajama Tops. The geld¬ 
ing was ridden to his first stakes victory by 
"Cowboy” Jimmy Nichols, an able rider of two- 
year-olds infrequently seen in Maryland. 

The gelding now has won two of his five 
starts and $10,118. His campaign this season has 
been limited by a case of bucked shins and a 
skin rash on his back. While the youngster was 
undergoing treatment for the latter condition, 
Jacobs employed a South American lad to gal¬ 
lop him in gaucho fashion, i.e., without a saddle. 

BACK IN THE FOLD: Laurel’s $20,000- 
added Turf Cup Handicap on October 27, a 
nine-furlong test on the grass, marked the suc¬ 
cessful return of Clifford Mooers’ Traffic Judge 
to the ranks of stakes winners. The *Alibhai 
colt which has been ailing of late was good 
enough to extend both Swaps and Nashua last 
year. 

Sharing top weight of 118 pounds with Fish¬ 
erman and Jabneh, Traffic Judge, a half-brother 
to the Preakness winner Hasty Road, came 
through on the hedge to best Mrs. Herbert 
Herff’s Tudor Era by a neck. Courtney Burton’s

Roman Battle was another two and one-half 
lengths behind the runner-up. 

Veteran Jackie Westrope had the mount on 
the H. F. Albrecht-trained four-year-old. For 
stepping off the required distance in 1:54 1/5 
over a soft track Mr. Mooer’s colt was rewarded 
with first money of $15,875. 

THREE-WAY SPLIT: Response to the Marl¬ 
boro Nursery Stakes, the first added-money race 
ever staged on a Maryland half-mile track, was 
so great that it was necessary to split the race 
into three divisions for its October 13 inaugural. 
Mrs. Fendall M. Clagett’s Fenmar, Mrs. Ralph 
DeMarco’s Spiel and Mrs. John T. Maloney’s 
Soft Day captured the first, second and third 
divisions, respectively. 

Fenmar, a chestnut colt by The Rhymer-Paper 
Girl, by Happy Time, required 1:24 2/5 to 
negotiate the six and a half furlongs while win¬ 
ning by seven lengths from the favored No 
Surrender. Singing Bush was third. 

Spiel, from the Supremus mare Miss Del 
Brier, produced to the cover of Best Seller, had 
a tougher time turning back the determined 
Deadly Actor in 1:24 4/5. 

Devil Diver’s son Soft Day, from Gaelic Gift 
by Flying Scot, turned in the most noteworthy 
performance of the threesome. He won by six 
lengths and if the need had arisen he could have 
bettered his time of 1:23 4/5 considerably. Soft 
Day took down $1,680 for his win, $10 more 
than the other two victors. 

Jockey Charles McKee rode Spiel and Soft 
Day to the winner’s circle while former steeple¬ 
chase jockey Joe Snyder performed the honors 
on Fenmar. 

Marlboro closed shop for 1956 with marked 
declines in both attendance and wagering from 
figures recorded during its record-shattering 
1955 meeting. Attendance for the 12-day meet¬ 


ing this year averaged 5,880 persons daily in 
contrast to the per diem average of 7,075 who 
supported the 10-day meeting last year. From 
the average handle of $471,950 realized last 
year Marlboro slipped to $398,292. 

Attendance at Cumberland, whose meeting 
preceded that of Marlboro’s, was off 22 per cent 
from last year but wagering was up 12 per cent. 

BELAIR STUD SOLD: Historic 2,500-acre 
Belair Stud, the oldest continuously operated 
Thoroughbred farm in America has been sold. 
It is destined to become the site of a new de¬ 
velopment where a group of $50,000 homes, a 
swimming pool and a 36-hole golf course will 
spring up on the fields over which Selima, 
Johnstown, Gallant Fox and Nashua once 
roamed.

On October 11, the Hanover Bank and John 
Ludewig, co-executors of the William Wood¬ 
ward, Jr. estate, completed the sale to Webb 
and Knapp, New York realty firm. The property 
was purchased for $1,250,000, less than the 
figure Nashua commanded when offered at 
sealed bids last year. The farm sale brought to 
$3,494,200 the sum realized from the late Mr.

The William Woodward Wing of the Balti¬ 
more Museum of Art will be dedicated Novem¬ 
ber 10, after which time the Belair memorabilia 
will be on view to the public. Mrs. Woodward 
graciously donated her late husband’s rare col¬ 


lection of Turf paintings and Belair trophies to 
the Baltimore Museum not long after her hus¬ 
band’s death in 1953.

George Brown Passes 

George Brown, Jr., Maryland sportsman in 
whose life was caught up the racing tradition of 
the State, died on October 7 after an illness of 
several months. 

He was 76 years old and had been sick since 
midsummer. 

A man of inherited means and born into the 
life of Baltimore county’s racing countryside, he 
made the most of his heritage. A steeplechase 
rider of great skill and daring, he was at the 
same time a breeder and trainer of fine horses 
and for years was a racing official given the un¬ 
official title of "chief steward” at the tracks. 

Timonium missed him for the first time in 66 
years when the fair opened this season, for his 
participation went back to the exhibition of 
bantam chickens when he was a ten-year-old 
boy. He rode in a steeplechase at the track in 
1900 and was so badly hurt in a fall he had to 
miss two seasons of racing. 

He was a veteran steward at all Maryland’s 
tracks as well as at many out-of-State courses 
and had a formidable reputation as an official at 
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once stern and scrupulously fair. 

Moved by a deep love of racing, he fought 
for its highest standards, and was quick to come 
to its defense in the face of criticism. 

Years ago he was quoted as saying: 

"I daresay no business, no game as big as 
racing is less cursed with dishonesty. Racing has 
in it some men who are dishonest, just as any 
other business has. But when you consider the 
number of people in the game, the number of 
sinners is extremely small.” 

He liked to recall the Pimlico he knew more 
than 50 years ago and racing when it was more 
of a sport than a business, with owners entering 
their horses more for honor and cups than for 
purses. 

That was the Pimlico to which people rode 
in tandems and tallyhos and four-in-hands, when 
2,000 was a great crowd. 

Once upon a time he was persuaded to ride 
for the late Major Ral Parr, who was afraid he 
couldn’t make the weight in those days when 
gentlemen riders rode their own mounts at the 
track. 

He rode again for the late Redmond Stewart 
and thereby came into possession of one of his 
most famous horses—Tom Clark—which carried 
him to victory in the Maryland Hunt Cup. In 
accordance with an agreement between owner 
and rider, Mr. Stewart took the trophy and 
purse, Mr. Brown took the horse. 

Tom Clark was to run about 30 races for his 
new owner, winning most of them. 

The Maryland Hunt Cup was near to the 
heart of George Brown. He lingered over his 
memories of the very first running, back in 
1894, when he was only 14 years old. 

He went to the Lawrenceville Preparatory 
School in New Jersey and later took a relatively 
brief excursion into business. He was associated 
first with a banking institution and later was in 
the brokerage business with his brother, H. 
Carroll Brown. 

He was a member of the Old Baltimore Club 
and of the Maryland Club and a lifetime mem¬ 
ber of Brown Memorial Presbyterian Church. 

His first wife was the former Miss Elsie 
Martin, of Philadelphia, now Mrs. William 
Darney. After the first marriage ended in 
divorce he married the former Mrs. Eugene 
Levering, Jr., who survives him. 

Besides his wife and brother, survivors are a 
daughter, Mrs. Edward Hersey, of Sarasota, Fla., 
and three sisters, all of whom also have Florida 
homes. The sisters are Mrs. W. Winchester 
Keith, Mrs. Honore Palmer and Mrs. Stanley 
Field.

B LISS CARMAN WAS one of the few latter- 
day poets who believed that poetry was mu¬ 
sic in words. He did not go in for abstractions, 
or weak prose that was set in type to look like 
poetry and so purported to be. 

It is not necessary to read a book on how to 
understand poetry for one to enjoy the work 
of Mr. Carman. 

You read it because it is euphonious and is 
beautiful in thought; and you feel like breaking 
into song if you read it aloud. 

Carman died in 1929, and his passing brought 
sorrow to those who love true poetry—not the 
trick stuff or the "clever.” 

Perhaps the best-known of all of this Cana¬ 
dian lyricist’s works is "A Vagabond Song,” and 
I suppose the most widely-quoted line in that 
poem is "There is something in October sets 
the gypsy blood astir.” 

Because I have long been an admirer of Mr. 
Carman and still can—in a mild way—feel the 
gypsy blood astirring in October, I take part of 
my vacation in that month. 

"The scarlet of the maples can shake me like 
a cry 

Of bugles going by.” 

For half a dozen years, now, I’ve been taking 
time out in October, but the golden weather of 
the poem has not been with me. 

October, for me, has become a month of 
northeasters and very poor barometric condi¬ 
tions, and the fish have exhibited a reticence 
that is most aggravating. 

Typical of a glorious October (for me) was 
1954. I arrived at the Outer Banks of North 
Carolina all set to cut heavily into the popula¬ 
tion of the hungry denizens of the deep. Before 
I had my duffle unloaded members of the Coast 
Guard were dashing up and down the beach 
shouting, "To the hills! Hazel is approaching!” 

On the advice of grizzled veterans of many 
battles with the sea and the wind, we packed 
up and joined the parade of evacuees heading 
for Elizabeth City, the safety spot recommended 
by Uncle Sam’s sons of the beach. 

So Hurricane Hazel landed right on top of 
Elizabeth City where I was holed up with a radio 
and a relative by marriage. 

After the last folding chair had flown by the 
window of the cell for which I was paying eight 
bucks per day and the storm had roared away 
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to the north, we returned to the beach and 
found that the big blow had missed the Outer 
Banks in its eagerness to be with me at Elizabeth 
City. 

My bright October days this year were fresh¬ 
ened by a persistent nor’easter and about six 
inches of clear, cool precipitation, with a fillip 
of blustering gales. If you think you’ve been 
busy sometime, try to get the storm windows 
closed (from the outside) at four a.m. in a 
torrent of rain driven by a 55-mile-an-hour 
wind, and hold up your pajamas. 

So much for a grand vacation. 

October 7. Before the holiday managed to 
get to Ed. Farrell’s cosy little pre-opening gather¬ 
ing at Marlboro. The genial Eddie dedicated the 
new press box and honored the late Gaby Haugh 
by putting his name on the room for the news¬ 
papermen. 

Had dashing, debonair Charlie Johnson of 
Pimlico as a passenger and, with three in the 
front, couldn’t figure why car was conducting 
itself in such a dashing manner. Discovered 
Mr. Johnson was stretching his legs and had 
one foot resting on the accelerator. A kick on 
the ankle fixed that. 

October 23. Arrived home from vacation. 
(Now, I wasn’t gone from the seventh to the 
23rd, but I thoughtlessly wrapped a mullet in 
my notes for the early part of the month.) 
Found a pile of mail this high, including a note 
from Mrs. Marion McCracken reminding me 
that I was to discuss the "value of sales and 
their influence on the market,” with the Pony 
Breeders on October 25. 

October 25. Spent a pleasant evening with 
the Maryland Pony Breeders, and feel that they 
are on their way toward making their sale at 
Timonium an annual fixture. 

October 26. Took off for Garden State Park 
in the afternoon in order to take in the festivi¬ 
ties of the night before The Garden State. Spent 
the night in the fabulous Cherry Hill Inn, which 
is just around the corner from the racetrack 
and is one of the enterprises of Gene Mori, head 
of Garden State Park. A large contingent from 
Florida was on hand. 

October 27. Met Mr. Cliff Lussky who owns 
the colt Federal Hill and the only pillow in 
the world made of quail down.

Maryland Racing Commission Rule 106: To be eligible to start in races exclusively for 
horses bred in Maryland, each horse must be registered with the Maryland Horse Breeders* Associa¬ 
tion. To qualify for such registration the said horse must have been foaled in the State of Maryland, 
and, in addition, unless the breeder is a resident of the State, or one who maintains his breeding stock 
continually in the State, the said horse shall be either the produce of a mare covered in Maryland 
the previous season, or of a mare sent into the State to foal and covered by a Maryland stallion the 
season of the birth of said foal. 

A horse is bred where it is foaled. The breeder is the owner of the dam at the time of foaling. 

Any owner or breeder may appeal from the refusal of the Maryland Horse Breeders* Association 
to register a horse under this rule to the Maryland Racing Commission, and the decision of the 
Commission shall be final.

John Schapiro Honored 

The Cross Chevalier of Merite Agricole, a 
coveted decoration, has been awarded to John 
D. Schapiro, president of Laurel Race Course, 
by the French Government for "his untiring 
efforts to promote international racing.” 

Schapiro is the originator of the world-famous 
Washington D. C. International turf race in 
which champions from racing centers around 
the globe are flown to Laurel to meet America s 
top Thoroughbreds in the $100,000 grass test. 
The fifth running of the mile-and-a-half event 
will be held this year on November 12. 

The announcement of the award was made 
at a press conference called by French officials 
prior to the racing at Longchamp, on the edge 
of Paris. 

In attendance, in addition to Schapiro, were 
M. Barrachin, a former French minister, the 
Duke of Noailles, Baron La Rochette, Prince 
Aly Khan, Baron Gaston Neil, president of the 
Societe d’Encouragement (French Jockey Club), 
racing commissaires, leading French horsemen 
and members of the press. 

The Merite Agricole, an award of the French 
Ministry of Agriculture, is granted to outstand¬ 
ing breeders, but, in some instances, may be 
awarded to outstanding personalities connected 
with the profession. The award this year to 
Schapiro is unique in that it seldom has been 
given to persons residing outside France. 

It is understood that the formal presentation 
of the award will be made at a reception at the 
French Embassy in Washington prior to the 
International Race on November 12.
